MARSTON DEAD. 


A Brief Sketch of !I is Political ami Mill- 


tar^ CjlIVIT. 


EXETEP., N. H., July 3.—Gen. Gilman 


Marston died at 9:15 Thursday morning. 


Geu. Marston was born at Oxford, N. 


H., in 1811, graduated at Darmouth col- 
lege in ISiT; was admitted to the bar in 
1841. 
He served in tlie state legislature 


and national house ot representatives sev- 
eral terms beloru the \\tir. He commanded 
the Second Xvw Hampshire regiment 
from ISoG to 1HW. when he was appointed 
brigadier general. After the war he re- 
sumed the practice of law and was again 
Bent to congress, and from 1872 to the 
time of his dea'h WHS a member of the 
state legislature. In February, 1889 he was 
appointed 
United States senator and 


served from March 4 until Mr. Chandler's 
re-election.

Gills who were 
once pretty mingle with them at times, 
but hunger and privation have driven ill. 
traces ot beauty from their faces.

been received to be distributed among the 
distressed workmen and when it is taken 
into consideration that this was divided

2,(HXJ persons, the majority oi 


whom have large families, it can well be 
imagined how much privation must ex- 
ist. A more forbearing, uncomplaining 
set of people is seldom seen. Scarcely 
ever can a word of complaint be heard 
from them except in a quiet way to the 
leaders in the lockout. Rent day has ar- 
rived, and the anxiety has been added to 
by the expected arrival of the landlords' 
agents to collect the rent.

President Cull«it*B Address to the Holler 


YoliK, July 3.— At the morning 


Npssfun of the Boiler .Makers' association 
the labor question and strikes were dis- 
cussed. 1'ivsiileut Cullen, of the Interna- 
tional Holler Makers' union, was present 
and addressed the association. He stated 
most emphaticiillv th.it the organization 
which lie represented was not opposed and 
arrayed against master boiler makers, but 
was alwajs ready :o arbitrate all questions 
of difference. 
He thought the men were 


not paid enough, fjut said the apprentice- 
ship system just adopted by the associa- 
tion would do much to bring about a uni- 
form rate of wages 
lie warned the asso- 


ciation against a black list and said that 
the first firm to enforce it would find it to 
be its ruin in the end, lie strongly advo- 
cated short days work and said it was only 
a question of time when it would come. 
At the conclusion of his address be was 
heartily applauded. In return he was as 
sured that a black list was not contem- 
plated as it was not American. 


Freight Handlers Koturii to Work. 


EAST 
ST. Lons, Il's., July 3.— The 


strike of the freight handlers has ended 
and the men have returned to work. 
After many meetings ami much wrangirig 
the strikers accepted the terms of the 
railway superintendents, $1.40 a day and 
14 cents au liour overtime, and the ware 
houses iirusunted a busy scene. The ac- 
cumulated freight 
was loaded expedi 


tiously on wagon and car, and in a few 
dots they will be down to the daily re- 
ceipts and shipments. As soon as the 
blockade is raised the men brought in rt 
take the place of strikers will be returned 
to their homes along the various lines. 
AH but twenty of .he old hands are back 
to work, and thsy had already secured 
places in the St. Louis gas works. 


Cincinnati Carpenter* Return to Work. 


CINCINNATI, July3. — The striking car- 


penters have agreed to return to work for 
those bosses who are willing to give ten 
hours' pay for niae, hours' work after July 
15. Of the 1,500 E»en who are now unem- 
ployed about 1,000 will be able to obtain 
work, and for the benefit of the remain- 
ing 500 an .assessment of -*1 a week will be 
levied on each of the men at work. 


Labor Congress at Chicago. 


NEW YORK, July 3.—The 
American 


Federation of Labor through its president 
Samuel Gompers has bent out a commu- 
nication addressed "To the wage workers 
of all countries," blating that it is the in- 
tention of the federation to hold a congress 
in Chicago in 1893 ut which will be dis- 
cussed the question of labor from a broad 
and liberal standpoint-.

MORE INDIAN TROUBLE AHEAD. 


An Indian Policeman Has a Fight with « 


Squaw and Nearly Kills Her. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 8.—A. Pierre 


(8. D.) special to The Tribune sayst Wort 
came to this city Thursday of such a na- 
ture as to cause apprehensions that there 
will be serious trouble among the Indiana 
Bad Arm, a Cheyenne Indian policeman, 
came to Fort Pierre to arrest an Indian 
named Iron Moccasin, upon a charge as 
yet unlearned. When he attempted to 
take the latter a fight ensued, which 
was participated In by Iron Moccasin's 
squaw, she belaboring Bad Arm with a 
stick while her braves held him. 


Probably Killed the Squaw. 


Finally the policeman freed himself and 


turning on the squaw pounded her ovei 
the head with his big navy revolver until 
she dropped in a dying condition. Other 
Indians and the whites arrived and pre- 
vented a general scrap between sympa- 
thizers and friends ol the belligerents, but 
the latter are almost ready to go ou the 
war-path against each other.

A committee of the gas com- 
pany held a conference with a deputation 
of the strikers Ihursday in an endeavor to 
arrive at an agreement unaer which the 
men would return to work, but both par- 
ties were obstinate, and no conclusion 
was reached. 


Caught His Foot In a Frojr. 


BBLLEVILLU, Ills., July 3.—Christian 


Hoener, a brakeman on the O'Fallon 
branch of the Ixmisville and Nashville 
railroad, was killed. His foot got caught 
in a tjrog and he was unable to extricate 
it. With his knife he endeavored to cut 
off his shoe and thus release his foot, but 
before this could bo done a train backed 
upon him, crushing both his legs and in 
dieting such injuries that he died in a few 
hours. 


Work of the Small ISoy. 


SOUTH BKND, Ind., July ».—A disastrous 


fire occurred here in a notion store called 
"The Owl," the cause of which is rather 
peculiar. 
A mischievous lad from a posi- 


tion in front of the store by means of a 
sun-glass concentrated the sun's rays upon 
a pile of fireworks within. The result was 
an explosion which not only destroyed a 
large stock of flrcnvorkR, but damaged the 
general stock and blew out the plate glass 
front.

Some of City Clerk Betzer's old acquaint-

Thejsas jet he lighted was 
put out some time before the store was 
closed, and the place where the fire started 
was passed a dozen times afterwards.

Lightning Btrlkm the Wont and Sets Fire 


to the Boof-Th« Calumet Club Room* 
All Torn Up—The Entrance Soaked and 
Molt of the Damitre by Water—A Stub- 
bora Fire. 
The young men of the Calumet club were 


enjoying themselves as usual last night in 
their comfortable and handsome rooms, 
when about 15 minutes after 8 a blinding 
flash of light filled the parlor and billiard 
room and sUrtied every one in tbe building. 
Though startled, the young men thought it 
was nothing but an unusually close stroke 
of lightning and kept on amusing them- 
selves as they had been doing. Four or five 
who were sitting In the parlor felt a very 
distinct electrical shock, but paid no more 
atttention to it 


Tbe young men playing billiards noticed 


soon afterward that something was dropp- 
ing on the table from the ceiling. First 
same flakes of paint When small pieces 
of charred wood began to fall, they started 
an investigation which disclosed the fact 
that 


THE BUILDING WAS ON FIRE 


and burning as if it was the most combust- 
ible thing on earth. The ceiling is of iron. 
It was found to be red hot, us was also the 
south wall of the room. 


AN ALARM 


was turned into the department, aud the 
firemen were soon on hand. They had been 
told that the Hotel Brunswick was on lire. 
Arriving there they saw that It was not the 
hotel, but a gang of "marks" on the side- 
walk said it was the opera house, and the 
way to get in was to go around on tbe 
south side. They went around there but 
soon found they had been wrongly directed, 
and went back. 


A LINE OP HOSE 


was run np the Calumet club stairway, and 
one fire crew went to work under great 
disadvantages 
The 
ceiling; 
was 


of iron and the fire was between it and the 
roof, which was double, with only a very 
small space between the rafters aud the 
joists. A step ladder in the club rooms was 
used and a hole was cut in the ceiling. Cue 
stream of water and one chemical was 
brought to bear on that, and after 15 min- 
utes work there the fire seemed to be out. 
The smoke was still so dense that the men 
could see nothing and could uot get lulo 
the attic. They shut the water and chera- 
cal off at the nozzles and waited a few min- 
utes for the smoke to clear away. Cue of 
the men noticed a small spark of fire about 
the size of half a dollar and climbed up the 
ladder to put it out. By the time he 
reached the ceiling,

Swish! it went, and thebose came uncoupled 
at the foot of the stairs, while the part next 
to the engine writhed around on tbe walk 
like an expiring snake, throwing the chemi- 
cal in a heavy spray over the crowd, which 
scattered as if it thought the liquid was 
blue vitrol.
